This disturbance will bring a pei iod of notable weather events, a real spell 
of weather, full of storms, rains, excessive evaporations, extremes of tempera­ 
ture. 
This unusual aggregation of all the furies that belong to nature s meth­ 
od of expressing its dislike for the unbalancing of its forces will cover fully a 
week, from July 27 to 29, and the prudent will put their affairs in order. 
Some of the results of these unbalanced conditions w ill be dangerous storms 
beginning with great heat, great concentrated rains covering small sections, 
with larger sections suffering from heat and Urolith, hail storms doing much 
damage to crops but not covering large sections and finally winding up with a 
great tall in temperatures and a >pe!l of very cool weather. 
Last disturbance of July will reach Pacific coast about 27, cross west of 
Rockies country by close of 28, great central valleys 29 to 31, eastern states 
August I. 
W arm wave will cross west of Rockies about 27, great central 
valleys 29, eastern states 31. 
Cool wave will cross west of Rockies ghoul 30, 
great central valleys August I, eastern states 3. 
West of meridian 90 this disturbance will be of a character similar to the 
one described above and will carry wiih it all the furies of bad weather events. 
But as it progresses through the middle and eastern sections it wi 11 lose force 
and become a tame and well behaved weather event 
Immediately following July 20 th* great hot wave, then on or a Utile east 
of meridian 90, will begin to take on a threatening character and for a week 
thereafter everyone should been the elert for the evil eye of the storm forces. 
These disturbances will be quite general 
Next bulletin will give general forecasts for August. 
The crop weather 
of that month will determine the corn crop of 1907 and the market prices of 
that cereal. 
When corn was 42 at Chicago I advised farmers to hold for 60 
and at this writing it has gone above 55. 
On my advice farmers have prevent­ 
ed the great speculators from securing the corn at low prices and the influence 
of these bulletinsjhas already saved to the producers many million-, of dollars. 
I am not advising cotton planters to hope for higher prices but the market is 
now under control of the great speculators and no one can guess what they 
will do with the prices.
